RABBI  ELLIOT  J.  COSGROVE 

o  be  a  Jew  means,  among 
other  things,  to  believe  that 
one’s  personal  destiny  is 
tied  into  a  narrative  both  longer  and 
larger  than  one’s  own  individual 
welfare.  As  links  in  a  sacred  chain,  we 
see  ourselves  as  the  bridge  between 

Jewish  communities 
past  and  future  - 
endowed  with  both 
the  opportunity 
and  the  obligation 
to  maintain  and 
strengthen  the 
traditions  of  our 
people.  Indeed,  it  is 
the  act  of  removing

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Seeing  Ourselves  in  the  Other 

Besa:  Albanian  Muslim  Rescuers 
During  the  Holocaust

When  post-World  War  II  Europe 
found  itself  devastated  by  the  loss 
of  its  Jewish  population,  Albania 
was  the  only  country  where  there 
were  more  Jewish  people  than  had 
lived  there  prior  to  the  Holocaust. 
Over  2,000  Jews  from  Albania, 
Greece,  Austria,  and  Italy  were 
hidden  in  the  homes  of  Albanian 
Muslim  families  throughout  the  War. 
Norman  Gershman,  an  American 
photographer  fascinated  by  these 
stories,  traveled  to  Albania  and 
Kosovo  to  chronicle  the  tales  of 
the  righteous  Albanians  and  their 
devotion  to  Besa,  an  Albanian  code 
of  honor  which  means  “to  keep  the 
promise.” 

Each  portrait  is  accompanied 
by  a  personal  statement  of  the 
individual’s  honorable  act.  Through 
subtle  portraiture,  Gershman 
communicates  the  honor,  faith,  and 
altruism  of  Albanian  rescuers  during 
the  Holocaust. 

As  the  world  grapples  with  today’s 
crises,  this  exhibition  invites  us  to 
find  inspiration  in  seeing  ourselves 
both  as  those  seeking  refuge  and  as 
those  who  have  the  power  to  grant  it.

SUZANNE  AISENBERG,  CHAIR,  ARCHIVE  COMMITTEE 

Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg,  who  led  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  from  September  1933  until  his 
untimely  death  at  age  46  on  March  20, 1950, 
was  deeply  beloved  by  our  congregation  and  greatly 
admired  by  rabbinic  colleagues  and  scholars.  In  the 
October  19, 1951  edition  of  The  Reconstructionist,  Rabbi 
Simon  Noveck,  who  succeeded  Rabbi  Steinberg  on  the 
PAS  bimah,  wrote  that  Steinberg’s  more  than  1,000 
pages  of  published  sermons,  sociological  and  theological 
writings,  and  fiction  “constitute  a  kind  of  spiritual  legacy 
...  for  our  generation.”  Noveck  continues: 

His  purpose  was  less  to  inform  than  to  awaken  the 
mind,  not  so  much  to  teach  as  to  have  the  listener  learn 
by  being  intellectually  creative.  Therefore  he  never 
gave  a  conclusion,  but  always  presented  alternative 
possibilities,  sharing  his  thoughts  with  the  audience 
until  his  point  of  view  gradually  unfolded. 

Begun  in  the  early  1950s,  the  Shapiro  Audio  Archive 
does  not  contain  recordings  of  Rabbi  Steinberg  speaking 
on  the  pulpit.  It  does  include  sermons  and  remarks  by 
many  renowned  scholars  who  paid  tribute  to  Rabbi 
Steinberg  on  his  yahrzeit.  Among  them  are  recordings 
of  Rabbi  Mordecai  M.  Kaplan  (“The  Contribution  of 
Reconstructionism  to  World  Jewry”),  Dr.  Abram  Sachar 
(“The  Pentateuch  of  Life”),  Dr.  Seymour  Siegel  (“Milton 
Steinberg  -  Thinker,  Writer,  Leader  -  20  Years  After”) 
and  Arthur  A.  Cohen  (“What  Is  Living  and  What  Is  Dead 
in  the  Thought  of  Milton  Steinberg”).  To  hear  excerpts 
from  these  recordings,  visit  pasyn.org.

his  month  we  celebrate 
Purim.  You  may  be 
familiar  with  the  Purim 
story,  as  we  read  it  every  year 
in  Megillat  Esther,  the  scroll  of 
Esther,  which  we  usually  just  call 
“The  Megillah.”  The  story  is  like 
a  fairy  tale  -  with  a  king  and  a  queen,  an  evil  advisor 
with  wicked  plans  and  a  wise  advisor  who  turns  things 
around.  But  we  can  also  read  the  story  as  a  lesson  in 
how  to  live  with  a  hyphenated  identity.  The  heroine  of 
the  story,  Esther,  has  to  negotiate  living  as  a  Jewish 
Persian.  First  she  hides  the  Jewish  part  of  herself 
entirely,  changing  her  name  from  Hadassah  to  Esther 
and  not  telling  anyone  she’s  Jewish.  Then  she  reveals 
her  true  self  and  saves  the  Jewish  community.  Because 
of  that  happy  ending,  we  celebrate  Purim  today. 


celebrate  on  Wednesday  evening  with  the  pre-Purim 
pizza  banquet,  Purim  Spiel,  and  Megillah  reading; 
on  Thursday  with  a  Purim  se’udah  for  adults;  and  on 
Sunday,  March  27,  with  the  YFE  Purim  Service  and  the 
Purim  Carnival  (see  p.  4). 

If  you  will  be  away  on  Purim,  I  encourage  you  to  find 
a  synagogue  or  Jewish  Community  Center  wherever 
you  will  be  and  join  in  Purim  fun  there.  If  you  can’t 
be  at  a  synagogue,  you  can  still  make  Purim  part 
of  your  vacation.  Tell  or  act  out  the  story  of  Esther 
among  yourselves,  enjoy  an  especially  festive  meal,  or 
give  money  to  a  local  charity.  Celebrate,  be  joyful  and 
express  the  Jewish  side  of  your  hyphenated  identity! 
Send  us  a  picture  of  your  Purim  celebration.  We’ll  post 
it  on  our  blog  and  also  hang  it  up  in  our  hallways  at 
PAS. 


Celebrating  Purim  -  and  other  Jewish  holidays  -  is  one 
way  that  we  balance  the  scale  of  our  own  hyphenated 
identities  as  Jewish  Americans.  It  is  an  opportunity  to 
“do  Jewish”  at  home,  in  the  synagogue,  and  anywhere 
you  find  yourself. 

At  the  end  of  the  Megillah,  Esther  and  her  Uncle 
Mordechai  declare  that  Purim  should  be  a  holiday 
celebrated  every  year,  and  they  say  how  to  celebrate: 

•  Exchange  gifts  of  food  and  drink  with 
friends:  mishloah  manot 

•  Give  money  to  the  poor:  matanot 
la-evyonim 

•  Have  a  joyous  feast:  se’udat  Purim 

•  Tell  the  Purim  story  by  reading  the 
Megillah:  kriat  hci-megillcih
